Could Add Jobs 


JOHNSON CTTY, Tex. (AP)— 
President Johnson’s demand for 
new thinking in devising solu­ 
tions to the nagging unemploy­ 
ment problem has produced a 
hint of possible action that could 
affect virtually every American 
worker. 
After conferring with Johnson 
at the LBJ Ranch, Secretary of 
Labor W. Willard Wirtz suggest­ 
ed to newsmen it might be wise 
to study the present time-and-a- 
half pay rate foi overtime work. 
If the rate were raised, Wirtz 
said, employers might be en­ 
couraged to eliminate overtime 
chores and hire additional work­ 
ers. 
He said elimination of over­ 
time would open up the equiva­ 
lent of 919,000 full-time jobs. 
Wirtz’ suggestion came three 
days after a Johnson aide had 
told 
newsmen 
the 
President 
wanted new thinking on possi­ 
ble ways to cope with persistent 
unemployment troubles. 
Johnson indicated Friday he Is 
trying hard to keep his new 
budget, for the 1965 fiscal year 
that begins July I, b e l o w $100 
billion. He even said it might 
winl up one or two percentage 
points below that level. 
A cut of two per cent from 
$100 billion would yield a spend­ 
ing blueprint of $98 billion, or 
less than the record-breaking 
budget of $98.8 billion submitted 
to Congress a ye*r ago by the 
late President John F. Kenne­ 
dy. 
However, it seemed unlikely 
that J o h n s o n could avoid a 
budget bigger than ever. 
The 
President, 
holding 
an 
impromptu news conierence on 
the front porch of his ranch 
home, said the budget “will 
hover above Oj below $100 bil­ 
lion: it might be off a small per­ 
centage.” 
And he reported that he had 
sliced several hundred million 
dollars each from the spending 
requests of tnt Agriculture De­ 
partment, the Atomic Energy 
Commission and the space agen­ 
cy 
But he didn’t say whether he 
was cutting these programs be­ 
low current totals or simply re­ 
ducing requests that traditional­ 
ly exceed going levels. 
He did state there will be no 
pullback from the comitment 
tc put an American on the moon 
by 1970, a project That could ?ost 
as much as $40 billion. 
And Wirtz, meeting with re­ 
porters at press headquarters in 
Austin, said that in his depart­ 
ment there will be no cuts in 
“human needs” 
activities.

U.S. Mint It Busy 
DENVER (AP — The US 
mint in Denver is now turning 
out coins at the rate of 2.3 bil 
lion a year. By July it will be 
asked to boost this output to 
billion to help meet a nationa 
shortage of coins. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — It’s 
still not clear whether Ameri­ 
can taxpayers will help pay the 
ocean freight on 37 million bush­ 
els of U.S. wheat sold to the So­ 
viet Union. 
The sale is for cash, about 
$78.5 million. But it is not a sim­ 
ple cash sale. 
The deal involves about $26 
million in government subsidies 
—money whicn Uncle Sam orig­ 
inally got from those who pay 
taxes. Whai’s not clear at the 
moment is whether the $26 mil­ 
lion includes any of the cost of 
moving the grain from Ameri­ 
can to Soviet shores. 
The sale was disclosed F r i- 
day by both the Agriculture De­ 
partment and the Continental 
Grain Co., the big New York 
grain company that engineered 
the deal with the government’s 
blessing. 
The wheat sold the Russians 
will have a value of about $90 
million at U.S. ports. The Soviet 
Union will pay approximately 
$78.5 million for the grain deliv­ 
ered at their ports. 
For years the Agriculture De­ 
partment has been offering ex­ 
port subsidies on wheat because 
U.S. prices have been h e l d 
above comparative world levels 
b> grower pnce-support pro­ 
grams. Exporters have b e e n 
'able to make sales abroad only 
when the subsidies were suffi 
cient to make up the difference 
between the higher U.S. prices 
and the lower world prices. 
But the size ot the subsidy ap­ 
proved for the Continental sale 
appeared to be larged than nec­ 
essary to make up the differ­ 
ence between the domestic and 
world prices. The subsidy goes 
to the seller, not the buyer. 
When the late President John 
F Kennedy directed last fall 
that Soviet bloc areas be made 
eligible for export subsidies, he 
specified that half the grain sold 
such areas be moved in U.S.- 
flag ships to the extent af acta­ 
ble. 
The Russians balked at use of 
American boats because their 
freight rates are higher than 
those of foreign vessels. For a 
time it appeaded that Soviet 
saxes might not develop because 
of the freight question. 
The possibility that the Conti­ 
nental deal may carry indirect 
freight subsidies to meet Soviet 
opposition to the higher rates 
fo-* U.S. ships was seen in the 
export subsidies 
the 
depart­ 


ment will pay on nearly 13 mil 
lion bushels of durum - class 
wheat involveo in the Soviet 
sale. 
The department agreed to 
pay a subsidy averaging 72.5 
cents a bushel on the durum. 
This was upwards of 15 cents 
more than the agency had paid 
on other recent subsidized sales 
of this type wheat. Durum is 
usee1 for making, macaroni, spa­ 
ghetti and similar products. 
This extra amount in the du­ 
rum subsidy was equivalent to 
about $1,750,000 based on the dif­ 
ference between recent subsidy 
payment and that approved for 
Continental. 
The subsidy rates on the re­ 
maining part of the 37 million 
bushels range from 51 to 65 
cents a bushel, depending on 
class of wheat and ports from 
which it will be shipped. T h e 
other types are used mainly for 
flour for bread and other bak­ 
ing purposes.

CONCORD, N.H. (AP)—Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller of New 
York moves into the streets to­ 
day on a handshaking tour in 
pursuit of votes in the first-in- 
the - nation New Hampshire 
presidential primary. 
Rockefeller, joined Friday by 
Sen. Barry Goldwater, R-Ariz., 
in the race for the Republican 
presidential nomination, turned 
to the personal approach after 
a speech in Portsmouth Friday 
night. 
The governor’s speech before 
a standing-room-only crowd of 
some 1,300 in Portsmouth High 
School pledged “to help build a 
Republican party that rejects 
the extremism of both the left 
and the right.” 
Earlier, he renewed his chal­ 
lenge to Goldwater that they 
debate the issues. He wired the 
Arizona senator his congratula 
tions and urged Goldwater “to 
debate the issues with me—per 
Bonally—in New Hampshire.” 
Cheers and applause greeted

else within my own party.” 
Said Rockefeller: “I want to 
help build a Republican party 
that rejects the extremism of 
both the left and the right—a 
party that is moving forward in 
the broad mainstream of Amer 
ican political thought.”

He goes to 
Bethlehem Monday before re­ 
turning to Rome.

Record Year 
For Soil Lab 
At Ohio State

Agriculture 
Ohio State University’s soil 
testing laboratory has complet­ 
ed another record year of busi­ 
ness, testing more than 87,300 
soil samples. 
Figures carried in a report 
released by Dr. O. L. Mus- 
grave, Ohio State University 
Extension agronomist and la­ 
boratory 
director, disclosed 
87,305 soil samples tested this 
business year. This compares 
to 87,275 last year. The report 
covers the period from Nov. 
I, 1962, to October 31, 1963. 
The laboratory conducts one 
of the largest central soil test­ 
ing programs in the United 
States. This past year, Dr. Mus- 
grave points out, the number of 
samples tested represented an 
average of one for every com­ 
mercial farm in Ohio. 
The 
report 
shows 
Wayne 
County with the most soil tests 
d u r i n g the period — 2,942. 
Clinton County 
rated 
second 
with 2,121 and Darke County 
was third with 1,953. 
APRIL, August and Septem­ 
ber were the busiest months for 
the laboratory. It received 16,- 
247 soil samples in April, 13,- 
575 in August and 11,851 
in 
September. 
Business volume has nearly 
doubled since 1958. That year 
it processed 45,500 soil samples.

WASHINGTON (AP)—It took 
57 years for the United States 
to honor Abraham Lincoln with 
the majestic Lincoln Memorial, 
and some congressmen consid­ 
er this proof there’s no need to 
rush with a memorial to John 
F. Kennedy. 
The long, frustrating, and fi­ 
nally triumphant story of the 
Lincoln Memorial will figure 
prominently in the first debate 
to face Congress after it returns 
on Tuesday. 
First order of legislative busi­ 
ness for the House will be a bill 
that would rename the national 
cultural center in memory of 
Kennedy and would provide $31 
million in grants and loans for 
its construction. A similar bill 
has passed the Senate. 
Rep. Fred Schwengel, R-Iowa, 
president of the Capitol Histori­ 
cal Society and a Lincoln buff, 
will lead oppositio to the bill. 
“As a historian,” Schwengel 
says, “I am interested in hav­ 
ing adequate and appropriate 
memorials to our great lead­ 
ers." In the case of tile Lincoln 
Memorial, he continues, the na. 
tion, by waiting and not rush­ 
ing, finally got “one of the 
greatest 
memorials 
in 
the 
world.” 
Schwengel proposes that Con­ 
gress establish a presidential 
commission to study proposals 
for a Kennedy memorial and 
recommend one. This was the 
procedure that, after several 
tries, led to the Lincoln Memo­ 
rial.

BOSTON (AP)—House Speak­ 
er John W. McCormack says 
that as long as the Soviet Union 
adheres to its “policy of sub­ 
version" the United States must 
maintain an alert and powerful 
military force. 
He said the nation must n o t 
expect any quick or easy end 
to the cold war but must con­ 
tinue to be strong both militar 
ily and spiritually if it is to 
combat Communist aggression. 
In an interview with The As 
sociated 
Press, 
he also ex 
pressed his thoughts on the pro 
posed tax cut, the recent fight 
for the passage of the foreign 
aid bill, and civil rights. 
After 
the 
assassination 
of 
President John F. Kennedy, Mc 
Corm ack, as speaker of the 
House, became first in succes­ 
sion to the presidency in the 
event of the death of President 
Lyndon B. Johnson. 
McCormack, tall and slender 
at 72, was quick to scowl at 
mention of suggestions by some 
critics that he resign because of 
his age. He said he is in good 
health and has no intention of 
resigning. 
On 
foreign 
policy, 
McCor 
mack said that at this time his 
thinking would not differ from 
that of President Johnson, who 
he said has expressed an inter 
est in keeping him fully in 
formed on security and foreign 
affairs. 
He favors continued East 
West negotiations and a contin 
ued U.S. foreign aid program 
as affirmative steps to achieving 
world peace. 
“Still," 
McCormack 
said, 
“those who live in a dream 
world of hope, no matter how 


honest the view, might be reck­ 
less in the world of today.” 
He then mentioned the con­ 
gressional 
battle 
last 
month 
that preceded passage of the 
1963 foreign aid bill. 
He said the program is be­ 
coming harder to get through 
Congress and will become more 
so unless there is an “awaken­ 
ing of public opinion to the 
needs and importance of for­ 
eign assistance.” 
The speaker called the civil 
rights bill the most important 
piece of legislation before the 
Congress, more important than 
the tax cut bill “because it in­ 
volves a moral question."

teachers and newcomers agree 
on the single most impressive 
teaching experience. 
“The greatest difference we 
found here is a tremendous 
thirst for learning. The people 
are attentive, eager and hard 
working. Nigerian students nev­ 
er forget what an education 
means and they make it a real 
pleasure for a teacher,” said 
Judy. 
A newly arrived volunteer, 
Ruth Miller said: “The greatest 
asset a teacher can have is 
eagerness to learn and we found 
that here in abundance.” 
Ruth and her husband, Jo­ 
seph, both 25, are teaching at 
the modern Enugu campus of 
the University of Nigeria. Mil­ 
ler is a law instructor and his 
wife teaches French. 
The Millers and the Daniel­ 
sons never have met. Benin City 
and Enugu are 150 miles apart 
and in the Peace Corp’s life 
span they are a 
generation 
apart. Indeed the Millers would 
seem to fit what David Daniel­ 
son meant by sophisticated new­ 
comers. 
“I guess we all feel now that 
the Peace Corps is simply a job 
to do in the best way we can 


rather than a great project to 
save the world,” said Ruth Mil­ 
ler. 
“The Peace Corps prepared 
us well for our work,” her hus­ 
band added. 
‘There were few surprises 
left to face after the prelimin­ 
ary briefings we received back 
home. In fact it took a while to 
relax after all the warnings 
about what to do and what not 
to do.” 
The Peace Corps survived an 
early controversy here to be­ 
come an important feature of 
the nation’s school system. Its 
very existence was jeopardized 
in October 1961 when a post­ 
card written by volunteer Mar­ 
gery Michelmore became pub­ 
lic. Nigerian pride was bruised 
by the message on the card des­ 
cribing primitive living condi­ 
tions here. 
Almost 300 corpsmen are in 
Nigeria now, more than 90 per 
cent of them 
as 
secondary 
school teachers. This country 
has requested all the teachers 
the corps can provide.

Fodder for the Laboratory 


Not 
all 
shoppers 
pushing 
carts 
through the food stores are replenish­ 
ing the family larder. Some of them 
are collecting fodder for the labora­ 
tory. 
Sleuths from the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration, for instance, 
who 
are 
constantly testing food purchased from 
the n a t i o n ’ s grocers for traces of 
radioactive fallout. 
Fallout did not cease with the adop­ 
tion of the test ban treaty. Some 
of 
the effects of atmospheric deposits of 
radioactive m aterial may continue to 
be felt well into the next century, and 
growing uses of peaceful nuclear en­ 
ergy are potential depositors of still 
more fallout residue in the years to 
came. 
Unusual deposits of radioactive sub­ 
stance have become a potential hazard 
of the age, not merely an occasional 
danger caused by one or a particular 
series of atmospheric detonations. 
In 
addition to the radioactive particles 
a l r e a d y aloft waiting to be depo­ 
sited at some future date, potential 
sources of new fallout are sufficiently 
plentiful to keep fallout researchers 
busily occupied in measuring levels. 
France may elect to test more nu­ 
clear weapons, and other non-mem- 
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hers of the test ban treaty may some 
day develop their own nuclear capa­ 
bility. 
Fallout 
measurement is one 
way of determining if any signer of 
the treaty might be cheating, or if per­ 
missable underground tests might be 
producing radioactive debris unexpect­ 
edly. 
Much of the concern over the pre­ 
sence of radioactivity in the atmosp- 
hucy stems from confusion as to stand­ 
ards of acceptability. M o s t scient­ 
ists agree the amounts to which man­ 
kind is currently exposed are not a ha­ 
zard to health, but few will agree on 
how much does constitute a threat. 
After 20 years of radiation testing, 
m^nv of the fundamental questions, 
and fears, remain. Significantly, there 
is no record of any fallc »t mishap af­ 
fecting humans anywhere in the world, 
with the exception of natives of Ronge- 
lap Island in the Pacific who were ac­ 
cidently burned when a strong w i n d 
carried fallout over their island after 
a bomb test over Bikini. 
Preventive research has the most 
elusive of goals, but in the case of rad 
io-activity and its effects on man, sci­ 
ence cannot afford to wait for any oth­ 
er kind.

OAKLAND, Me. — Attention 
mother! A manufacture here 
has come up with what may be 
the answe to what to do with 
dads old razor blades. At the 
same time he has provided an 
easy and inexpensive way to 
trim you lawn in jig time. Es­ 
pecially around fences, flower 
beds, hedges and shrubs. 
This boon to mothers and fa­ 
thers is the “lawn razor’’ ex­ 
pected to be available soon at 
hardware stores et a cost of 
around $2.25. It Is descibed by 
the manufacturer as a “n e w 
type of grass cutter that is raz­ 
or-sharp 
and 
easy 
to 
keep 
sharp.” 
The tool, eight inches long, 
and weighing half a pound, uses 
nine double-edged razor blades, 
new or old, of any make. A 
specially designed holder a n d 
top plate made of sturdy steel 
keep the blades in place. 
Changing blades is said to 
be a cinch, even for mother and 


girls. All one has to do is “loos­ 
en three wing nuts, lift off the 
top plate, place blades on hold­ 
er which has notches on it just 
like a safety razor to assure cor 
rect positioning of blades, re­ 
place top 
plate 
and tighten 
wing nuts.” 
Because of the cutter’s actual 
razor blade edge it “cuts grass 
close the ground with only a 
slight wrist movement.” It is 
said to be ideal for trimming 
around flower beds, hedges and 
shrubs, and “saves the user 
considerable time and work.” 
Although sharpness is a big 
feature, “safety is not a prob­ 
lem.” Each tool has a patented 
safety guard which covers the 
blade when not in use. When in 
use the guard folds into the han­ 
dle. 
The lawn razor has other no­ 
vel features. It can be folded up 
when not in use, for easy stor­ 
age. A ribbed steel shank af­ 
fords extra strength and a hard­ 
wood handle shaped to fit the 
hand makes 
it 
“comfortable 
to hold.” 


Every student of medicine 
looks forward to that g r e a t 
day when he will be granted his 
medical degree and given the 
right to exercise his knowledge 
for the benefit of man.

is 
bound up with the spirit of the 
teachings of this great man. 
Time has not altered the spirit 
of the pledge that physicians 
will preserve 
as 
sacred the 
trust and confidences of their 
patients. 


Chancellor Ludwig Ertiard of 
West Germany must have taken 
great satisfaction from his dip­ 
lomatic visit with 
President 
Johnson in Texas. He got what 
he wanted, which was an as­ 
surance that the United States 
would not pursue a policy of 
seeking a 
‘detente” with the 
Soviets without letting W e s t 
Germany in od the secrets. 
But with all the personal sat­ 
isfaction over a fruitful two 
days at the Lyndon Johnson 
ranch, Dr. Erhard must have 
returned home with 
a feeling 
that Americans are most dif­ 
ficult to understand. 
As an economist, Dr. Erhard 
belongs to the ‘ free social mar­ 
ket” school, which is first cous­ 
in to 
classical free 
market 
theory. His professional asso­ 
ciates in post-World War II Eur­ 
ope are members of the Mont 
Pelerin Society, an economic 
organization which is devoted 
to the idea that the less “plan­ 
ned” an economy is, the more 
efficiently it will function and 
the more people it will feed. 
The Texas tu which Dr. Er­ 
hard journeyed for his talk with 
President Johnson is a living 
monument to the ideas which 
Erhard long ago espoused, lf he 
had any time to notice the ship 
canals and the chemical plants 
and the oil wells and the tall 
buildings of the new Texas, it 
must have crossed his mind 
that there is a connection be­ 
tween the prosperity of Lyndon 
Johnson’s native State and the 
tact that, through the famous 
depletion 
allowance, 
Texans 
Lave been able quite legally, to 
beat the tax rap which less for 
binate Americans have to ac 
cept elsewhere Texas oil mon­ 
ey plowed back into Texas in­ 
dustry has proved the case for 
capitalism almost as effective 
ly as the Erhard free enterprise 
policies have proved the same 
case in post-war Germany. 
If Dr. Erhard had any time 
at all during his Texas sojourn 
for ironical reflection, it must 
have seemed curious to him 
that he was exchanging views 
with an American President 
who takes inordinate pride in 
Texas prosperity, yet who takes 
economic advice from Profes­ 
sor Walter W. Heller, formerly 
of the University of Minnesota. 
Dr. Ertiard has reason to know 
about the Heller brand of eco­ 
nomics. Back in 1951 Heller, 
along with Professor Alvin Han­ 
sen of Harvard, advised the new 
West German government to in­ 
stitute a system of easy money, 
perpetual inflation, and rigidly 
controlled cap’tal market, with 
the State maintaining a “com­ 
pulsory investment” program 
and paying for it by assessing 
big industry for the needed 
funds. Dr. Erhard turned t h e 
Iieller-Hansen report down flat. 
Using a program of balanced 
budgets, high interest rates, and 
incentives for free i n d i v i d 


ual investment. Dr. Erhard pro­ 
duced 
the 
West 
G e r m a n 
economic miracle” that t h e 
Heller • Hansen team 
s a i d 
couldn’t happen. 
If Dr. ErharJ talked any gen­ 
eral economic philosophy with 
Lyndon Johnson, it did n o t 
come 
out 
in the 
dispatches 
from Texas. But it surely must 
have crossed his mind that he 
was dealing with a most com­ 
plicated politician who can be 
both for Texas and for Heller- 
type economic policy at one and 
the same time 
Every fiber of Lyndon John­ 
son’s expansive Texas being 
must respond to the “economic 
miracle” which the Erhard reg­ 
imen has created in Germany. 
\e t the economic policy of the 
Johnson Administration, as it 
is expressed in the proposition 
that taxes can safely be cut 
while federal spending is in­ 
creased, is the handiwork of 
the same Dr. Heller whose ad­

R. C. Holies of Santa Ana, 
Calif., heads Freedom Newspa­ 
pers, Inc., Publisher of the News 
and ll other papers in Ohio, 
California, Colorado, Texas, am 
New Mexico. 
The Citizen’s staff of 162 was 
told of the sale at a meeting 
late Friday, although rumors of 
the deal had circulated for sev­ 
eral weeks 
Staff members are to receive 
vacation pay, two weeks’ sev­ 
erance pay, and any back pay 
that may be due, Kamin prom ­ 
ised. In addition, stockholders— 
some of them Lima residents— 
will receive from six to seven 
per cent interest on their stock, 
and all debts will be paid, he 
added. 


Smith said no decisions have 
been made on disposition of the 
equipment. 
The transaction did not in­ 
clude a takeover by the News 
of the Citizen corporation, and 
radio station WCIT, which the 
Citizen put on the air last fall, 
will continue normal operations.

The Citizen began publication 
in July 1957 in the wake of labor 
troubles and editorial contro­ 
versy at the News, purchased 
by Freedom Newspapers a year 
earlier.

Time To Store 
Your Trimmings

Comes time, eventually, 
to 
put away those beloved Christ 
mas “ props.” It can be a cheer­ 
ful chore, because everything 
you handle is so glittery and 
gay, 
so reminiscent 
of good 
times and the getting together 
of family and friends. 
And so it’s worth a little time 
and effort to do the job righ 
— to keep everything bright 
and glittery, to handle every 
list ornament with loving care 
Before 
being packed 
away 
and stored, the ornaments and 
decorations should be washed 
f r e e of all dust a n d finger 
marks. Every member of the 
household has undoubtedly hap 
died the tree ornaments, anc 
the snow white bells and the 
Christmas stockings, and has 
patted the angel heads. 
So whatever can be mimers 
ed in suds should be. What ever 
cannot be washed 
completely 
should at least be swabbed off 
with a damp, sudsy sponge and 
dried. 
Holiday table 
mats 
a n d 
“ cloths” made of plastic should 
be thoroughly 
sponged 
with 
suds, rinsed and dried. 
Some of the 
plastic 
pieces 
may be put in the washing ma­ 
chine if so recommended by the 
manufacturers. Otherwise, don’t 
attempt it. 
If the tree is plastic or alum- 
mum, go over 
each 
branch 
with a soft, sudsy brush so the 
whole thing will shine bright­ 
ly next year. Rinse, then let the 
tree dry completely before stor­ 
ing it — either dismantled in its 
box, or simply covered with a 
large plastic sheet or some oth­ 
er protective covering 
Permanent door or 
window 
hangings also need a deep suds 
bath or surface-sudsing. A nd 
don’t forget to wipe each little 
tree light clean. 
When it is not convenient to 
use see-through plastic boxes 
and bags for 
storage, 
label 
wrapped packages so you will 
know just what you are reach­ 
ing for on the closet shelves 
next Christmas.

MIAMI, Fla. (AP)—The pros-; 
pect of a fierce struggle be­ 
tween fullbacks Jim Brown of 
the Cleveland Browns and Jim 
Taylor of the Green Bay Pack­ 
ers added interest today for the 
pro Playoff Bowl game Sunday 
and sponsors predicted a 50,000 
crowd in the Orange Bowl. 
It will be the first meeting of 
the season between Brown and 
Taylor, two of football’s great­ 
est 
ground 
gainers. 
Brown 
rushed for 1,863 yards this sea­ 
son and Taylor 1,018 yards, the 
fourth straight year he passed 
the 1,000-yard mark. 
Green Bay, with a season’s 
record of 11-2-1, remained a six- 
point favorite in the fourth an­ 
nual affair matching runners-up 
of the Eastern and Western di­ 
visions of the National Football 
League. 
The Packers failed to repeat 
as champions because they lost 
to the Chicago Bears twice and 
that alone may give them the 
edge. 
“In a game like this, it be­ 
comes a m atter of personal 
pride,’ said Packer Coach Vince 
Lombardi; “A m atter of each 
man saying to himself that he’ll 
give it all he’s got, all the way. 
“This club has played in three 
championship games in three 
years and many of the same 
players are on the team. We 
aren’t playing for a champion­ 
ship in the Orange Bowl, but 
the fellows seem to be ready.” 
Lou Groza, Cleveland’s place­ 
ment 
specialist, 
thinks 
the 
Browns are ready, too, with a 
healthy mental attitude and qui 
et confidence. Groza has kicked 
1,246 points in his 18 years with 
the Browns and at 39 is condi­ 
tioning himself for the game 
with as much enthusiasm as he 
did as a rookie of 21. 
“ Truthfully, I feel fine,” he 
said. “As far as age goes, some 
people are old when they’re 25, 
whether they’re playing football 


or a violin. Attitude has the 
most to do with it.” 
Both Lombardi of the Packers 
and Coach Blanton Collier of the 
Browns have worked on p a s s 
patterns and the Browns a r e 
expected to throw more than 
usual, with Frank Ryan doing 
the tossing. 
Noting that the Browns led 
the league in rushing. Collier 
said “we’ll have to throw more 
to beat the Packers. The attack 
has to be better balanced.” 
Kickoff time is 2 p.m. EST and 
the game will be televised over 
210 stations by CBS, with the 
local area blacked out.

He feels that the “Negro peo­ 
ple, all sorts of national minor­ 
ity groups, and the Democrats, 
policitally, 
have limited

He contends that undue em­ 
phasis is given to sex and crime 
at the local news level. 
Dr. Spitz said he would “sil­ 
ence news,” until a case is a 
trial. 
His c h i e f recommendation 
was that the United States gov­ 
ernment exercise a form of con­ 
trol of newspaper space to give 
space to minority groups. He 
suggests that citizens might or­ 


ganize to demand such control, 
and that an advisory board 
could easily determine a suit­ 
able proportion of newspaper 
space to be allotted to air all 
minority views on a regular 
basis. 
“I am n o t for government 
regulation,” he says. “I would 
like to see the government pass 
a law requiring say, IO percent 
of its (newspaper’s) space to the 
various groups so they can ex­ 
press themselves.” 
Newspaperfolk in general, he 
feels, are incompetent, poorly 
trained. 
“A newspaperman should be 
a cultur ed, educated human be­ 
ing,” he said.
